State your ideas 


Many questions in this study have several 
acceptable answers. Don’t try to figure what 
your leader will consider the “right” answer. 
Instead, be candid and write your honest 
response. 


You will also find questions marked by 
arrows where you are asked to write your 
thoughts, ideas, conclusions or opinions. 
When answering these questions, study the 
Scripture verses indicated; but don’t expect 
to find the answer specifically stated in 

the passage. The verses will contain 
general principles that will help you form 
your answer, but you should also draw on 
your general knowledge of the Scriptures 
beyond what you have learned from the 
study itself to answer these “idea” questions. 


“Discuss with group” 


The questions with an arrow marked “Discuss 
with group” designate involved subjects 

that will especially lend themselves to good 
group discussion. Work out your answers to 
these questions in your personal study and 
be ready to share your responses with the 


group. 


Of course, you also want to review the other 


questions during the group study and not 
limit your discussion to the ones with this 
particular designation. 


“Key concept” and “Memory verse” 


At the end of each chapter you will find a 
“Key concept” and “Memory verse.” The 
key concept capsulizes the teaching of the 
Scriptures in the chapter. The memory verse 
is chosen as the one that best represents 
the Scriptures studied. Consistently 
memorizing and reviewing these verses will 
help you retain the concepts you have 
learned. 


“One person’s summary” 


At the end of each chapter there is a 
summary of the teachings you studied. These 
handwritten examples come from one person’s 
study of the material. They are good 
responses but should not be considered the 
only correct ones. 


“My highlight” 


The final section in each chapter, ‘My 
highlight,” provides an opportunity for you 
to record the thoughts which meant the 
most to you in your study. Be alert for 
personal applications God would have you 
make in your life. 


Instructions for leaders 


Lead your group into discoveries through 
discussion without domineering or lecturing. 
As you encourage members to share their 
answers and ideas, the interaction‘of the 
group will help everyone learn. Ask questions 
that will stimulate people to apply what they 
are learning to their lives. This will help 

you accomplish your objective of leading 
them toward Christ-likeness. 


The pace in your meetings should allow you 


to finish a chapter in one or two weeks. 


Take enough time to grasp the material of 
each chapter, but don’t bog down. Stretching 
the study of one chapter over a long period 
of time will keep members from doing their 


regular home study. They will lose the 
personal study benefits that also prepare 


their hearts and minds for the group 


participation.

lf you feel that a person has hurt you 

beyond your power to forgive, remember that 
Paul also felt weakness and insufficiency. 

He did not let it bother him. He put 

his confidence in the promise from God, 

“My grace is sufficient for you, for 

power is perfected in weakness.” 


This made Paul appreciate his weakness more 
than his strength because, as he said, 

“When | am weak, then | am strong.’”? 

You, too, can depend on God’s strength. If 
you feel too weak to forgive, you are in 

the precise condition that will enable you 

to say, “When | was too weak to forgive 
others, He made me strong to forgive.”
